fetts-Bay, praying an Allowance for his Service to the 
Province in the Abfence of the late Governor Belcher, 
at New-Hamphhire, &c. : 

Read, and ordered, That there be allowed and paid 
out of the publick Treafury to the Memorialift Spencer 
Phipps, Efq; 100 Ll. in Confideration of his Readinefs to 
ferve the Province, particularly. in the Abfence of the 
late Governor Belcher at New-Hamphhire. 

John Osborn, Efq; brought down the Report of a 
Committee of both Houfes, figned William Dudley, per 
Order, as follows, viz. 

The Committee, to whom was referred that Part of 
his Excellency’s Speech relating to Complaints made by 
the Captains of his Majelty’s Ships of War ftation’d 
bere, to the Right Honourable the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty, and the Honourable Admiral Vernon, of their 
Mens deferting, and being feduced away from the King’s 
Service by high Wages, &c. given them by Merchants, 
&c. are of Opinion, That there are in Force an and 
wholefome Aéts of Parliament to prevent the Defertion 
of Sailors; and that if bis Excellency the Governor would 
iffue forth a Proclamation, rs the People of this 
Province of the faid Aéts, or the Import and Penalties 
therein mentioned, on fuch Perfons as thal) feduce away 
any Sailors from the King’s Service ; as alfo to excite 
the Officers, in the faid Acts mentioned, to do their 
Duty required by the faid Acts; it might anfwer the 
End his y mentions in his Speech more effec- 
tually than any Act of this Court could do. : And inaf- 
much as the Committee know not the particular Cap- 
tains that have made thefe Complaints, we cannot par- 
ticularly report as to their Behaviour when in the Pro-
